When General Butler was first in 
Congress, in wandering about the Capi- 
tol he f mini himself far down in its corri- 
dors, and encountered a spectral-looking 
man, of whom he asked: "Are you an 
official?" "Oh, yes," was the reply; "I 
am keeper of the Washington crypt!" 
Much surprised he re-entered the House, 
and still more surprised its members by 
introducing for unanimous couseut a 
resolution to abolish that keepership. 
No one had ever heard of crypt or office; 
but • slight investigation showed that 
early in the century, when it was pro- 
posed to rebury General Washington in 
the Capitol, a crypt was authorized with 
a keeper and an incumbent appointed. 
The latter was slightly salaried, and 
successors served from the time of the 
elder Adams to that of Lincoln. But 
after General Butler's discovery the 
paper and ink crypt was no longer 
watched. 

Now Ideas in paving have lately at- 
tracted attention. Among these is the 
paving of a bridge by a German engi- 
neer with India rubber, the result having 
been so s*tisfaetory as to induce its ap- 
plication on a much larger scale, a 
point in its favor being that it is 



slippery. In Loudon a section of road- 



parture platform of the St. Pancras 
terminus has for some time past 
paved with this material, with the 
effect of deadoning the sound made when 
being passed over on wheels, besides the 
comfortable elasticity afforded to foot 
passengers. Another material which is be- 
ing satisfactorily introduced for this pur- 
pose is composed of granulated cork and 
bltudlen pressed into blocks.and whieh are 
laid like bricks or wood pavlug.the special 
advantage secured in this cuse being 
that of elasticity; in roadways it fur- 
nishes a flue foothold for horses, and at 
the same time does away to a great de- 
gree with the noise which commonly 
accompanies city traffic. In Aosti 
this method has been resorted to with 
excellent results.
